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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Croydon: 


I am offering for your consideration my eighth 
annual school report. 

The fall term of schools was opened on the sixth 
day of September with an entire overturn of the 
teaching force. Mrs. Muzzey was transferred to the 
school at Ryder’s Corner and two inexperienced Nor- 
mal graduates were selected to teach the schools at 
East Village and the Flat. An improvement of con- 
ditions at Ryder’s Corner is noticed under the capa- 
ble management of Mrs. Muzzey. The other teachers 
are diligently and loyally attempting to accomplish a 
good year’s work. The children are orderly and 
- interested in their work, which is progressing in a very 
satisfactory manner.

GENERAL STATISTICS FOR THE YEAR 
ENDING JUNE 30, 1926 


The total enrollment was 54; the average mem- 
bership was 39.6; average attendance was 37.1; and 
the per cent of attendance was 93.6. The schools were 
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in session 173 days. There were seven no-school days. 
Four pupils were graduated from the eighth grade of 
whom two entered high school in September. 

Five school visits were made by members of the 
school board, forty-nine visits by the superintendent, 
and one hundred eighty visits by citizens. Dr. A. S. 
Marden of Newport made the usual examination of 
the school children. An attempt was made to make 
the examination as thorough as possible.
